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‘With regard to our conver- 
sation relating to CIA testimony before 
the Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
on FOIA, it seems to me that the agency 
representatives involved should under- 
stand that other Committees of the 
Senate may not have as finely tuned 
an appreciation for SENSITIVE SOURCES 


AND METHODS as the Select Committee on =e 


Intelligence. 


' Therefore, any testimony re- 
lating to these matters should be care- 
fully crafted and presented. 


In particular, it seems to 
me that testimony relating to the 
impact of FOIA on should 
be sparingly used for fear a t be 
misunderstood and leaked, or vice versa. 
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
